Mould growth and paint 


One of the most difficult problems that besets the makers of paint is the growth of micro-organisms either 
on or in a paint film. Micro-organisms are often found growing upon or in paint films within or without 
breweries, bakeries, dairies, greenhouses and in certain factories, such as tobacco stores. They make 
themselves evident by unsightly blotches upon the paint, often coloured red, green, brown or black. 

A botanist describes mould as fungi. Fungi show no differentiation into stem, leaf and root, like a garden 
plant. They are also free from chlorophy!! and consequently differ entirely in mode of life and habit from a 
garden plant. Having no chlorophyll, and therefore no power of decomposing carbon dioxide, they are 
entirely dependent for nourishment, and especially for carbon, on organic compounds. It is for this reason 
that they are found growing freely in bakeries and breweries. Some are parasitic upon living organisms, either 
animal or plant, whilst others are saprophytic, obtaining their food either from dead organic substances, 
such as the decaying vegetable and animal matter of the soil, or from organic solutions such as the juice 
of fruits. The fungi comprise a large number and variety of organisms, the great majority being multicellular, 
but one of the unicellular fungi is the yeast plant — of great importance since it is the cause of fermentation. 
One of the multicellular family, pencillium has become well known because it is the parent of the antibiotic 
penicillin. 

The fungi that cause disfigurement of paint films are invariably mixtures, but one dominant type determines 
the appearance and colour. Although often the colour or appearance of the fungal patch is associated with 
the systematic botanical name of the fungus, this can be misleading since often the genus, specie and 
variety must be known before adequate action can be taken to eliminate the growth.

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NOTHER striking example of the abysmal 

lack of co-ordination of the traffic prob- 
lem occurred only last week: referring to 
inevitable delays while the Hyde Park Corner 
—Marble Arch improvement work was in 
progress, Sir Isaac Hayward, leader of the 
London County Council, appealed to 
motorists to leave their cars at home and use 
public transport. Yet only a week earlier 
had come the announcement of the increases 
in rail fares which are likely to have the 
opposite effect. 

Sir Isaac was probably as discomfited by 
the fare increases as anyone; but he had to 
make the appeal. Under present road traffic 
conditions, any additional hold-ups will make 
a difficult situation intolerable. | Nobody 
pretends that, even after the improvement 
work is done, the need to persuade more 
people to use public transport will not remain 
an elementary requirement for tackling the 
traffic problem. The L.C.C. have stressed it 
often enough and Government spokesmen 
have admitted it, yet words are belied by 
deeds—rising fares and reduced services are 
slowly throttling the public transport system. 

The Road Research Laboratory has 
estimated that the bus can make about 
15 times better use of street capacity than a 
private car in getting people to work in 
central London. Against this, figures given in 
the London Plan show that since 1951 the 
number of passengers carried by bus, trolley- 
bus and coach has steadily declined; some 
now go by underground, but most travel by 
car. At 116 census points in the metro- 
politan police district, the volume of public 
service vehicles declined by 17 per cent 
between 1952-58, while private car traffic 
increased by 59 per cent.

AND ROUND WE, 


America, where similar processes wrecked 
public transport and led to such road chaos 
that frantic steps are still being taken to restore 
order? 

Much of the muddle results from the 
absence of an adequate roads plan, par- 
ticularly for London, which must be one of 
the few major cities in Europe not imple- 
menting radically new proposals. 

There is confusion, too, over the size of the 
problem; so many forecasts have proved to 
be under-estimates and this has lead to 
unrealistic thinking over the amount of money 
to be spent. The L.C.C., for example, is 
allowed to spend only £6 million a year on 
roads, an amount largely swallowed by piece- 
meal improvements needed in connection 
with large building programmes (Notting Hill 
Gate, Knightsbridge, etc.). The British Road 
Federation’s realistic plan for a ring road 
over and alongside the railways would cost 
£18-£20 million a year and would still leave 
the central area’s problems largely unresolved. 
Elsewhere, whole urban areas need renewing, 
and how can this be done properly without an 
overall traffic plan? 

A master traffic plan for the country is 
needed, based on a probable increase in the 
number of road vehicles to 16 million by 
1967. This plan should lay down the road 
pattern; show how motorways may be linked 
with town roads; devise a policy for parking 
and the wider use of public transport; show 
how rebuilding and traffic needs can be 
satisfied without destroying the city in the 
process. And the plan must be co-ordinated 
with railway prospects. The Ministry of 
Transport is the authority to initiate such a 
move with Treasury backing and Ministry of 
Housing support and advice. 

When is a real start going to be made? 
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EVENTS AND COMMENTS 


ARCHITECTURE AT THE R.A. 


The general standard of modern architecture shown 
at the Royal Academy this year is probably higher than 
ever before. This does not mean that we are about to 
enter a golden age of architecture, for a blanket of 
competent sameness lies thick and heavy over a great 
deal of the work. The old traditionalists are almost 
gone and only a few of the senior academicians continue 
to show the things that have made the younger schoo! 
wince every year since modern architecture became 
the thing. 

If the general standard has been raised to a level of 
dull and respectable modern we may be said to have 
reached a new traditional style, for tall blocks and 
curtain walling are certainly a style, and this exhibition 
would look very thin without the contributions which 
include one or other of these marks of up-to-date 
respectability. But perhaps this is being too hard and 
too dangerously general in condemnation. 


* * * 


There are signs for example—first noted here last 
year—that thinking architects are much worried about 
the skylines of new buildings. Frederick Gibberd, in 
his scheme for Queens Gardens, Kingston upon Hull, 
has produced a broken and gabled skyline over a 
strongly modelled facade. In a very much smaller 
scheme for a building on the Corn Exchange site, 
Stratford-on-Avon, he has most skilfully used a gabled 
skyline to bring his essentially modern building into the 
general gabled and half-timbered surroundings. In 
Charles Weemys’ perspective at least this looks to be 
a very good solution to a most difficult problem 

A drawing by Sir Hugh Casson, illustrating his firm’s 
scheme for a proposed lecture hall at Sidgwick Avenue, 
Cambridge, is one of his very best. With great economy 
of line and colour the shape and atmosphere of the 
building is admirably conveyed. It is easy to imagine, 
however, that certain types of client would not be 
sufficiently impressed by this light and airy type of 
perspective, which contrasts so sharply with the work 
of professional draughtsmen. Sir Hugh and his 
partners have adorned the roof of the lecture hall with 
what I can only describe as the fins of a shoal of 
basking sharks. They certainly break up the skyline, 
but their real purpose is not easy to discern from the 
drawing. 

The threat to our city skylines is admirably shown 
in a perspective of some proposed additions to Bristol 
University by William Johnson. Here a series of flat- 
roofed blocks produces a hill-top silhouette as lacking 
in interest as it 1s stultifying to the general landscape 

Guy Morgan’s vast scheme for Knightsbridge will 
make his Bowater House seem like a pygmy and is 
really no more than just another great chunk of 
typist burrow, hive or nest, although the sheer height 
of the main block will make it impressive. 


” * * 


As a tribute to the memory of Sir Giles Gilbert Scott 
six drawings of his work are hung in the architecture 
room. They include two magnificent drawings of 
Liverpool Cathedral by A. C. Webb. Looking at the 
rest of the room it is impossible not to notice the great 
gulf that separates the spirit of his monumental! work 
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from the general run of things today. There are signs, 
however, that some of our new university buildings may 
bring in a new monumentalism. I refer in particular 
to the work of the new R.A., Mr. Basil Spence. Hugh 
Casson, Neville Conder and Partners have been neces- 
sarily vague in the published drawings of their great 
scheme for Cambridge which is to go ahead gradually 
across a large number of years. Basil Spence and 
Partners’ schemes for Exeter, the universities of Sussex 
and Southampton are all virtually rush jobs for the 
earliest possible completion. From the drawings shown 
of university buildings from different architectural 
stables it would appear that some architects have a 
great deal more money to spend than others. I believe 
in fact that this is not so and that since all university 
building is controlled as to expenditure by the Univer- 
sity Grants Committee, the amounts available are at 
least comparable for similar types of building. If this 
is really so | cannot help wondering how Mr. Spence’s 
architectural wonders are going to be paid for. The 
U.G.C. is not a notoriously generous organization 
although, no doubt, it would like to be. 

Mr. Spence’s perspectives interpret his architecture 
as seen by its designer. The symphony is, as it were, 
conducted by the composer. His excitement and dash- 
ing spirit inspire him. What wonderful things his 
drawings are! Someone wondering at how he found 
time to do them said that he had heard that Mr. Spence 
did them in bed. It would not surprise me if this 
were to be true. Mr. Spence, in his latest phase, is 
giving us an architecture of new shapes to look at 
Long may it last. 


* * * 


If it is true that nuclear power stations wear out and 
when finished are unapproachable for years it may be 
that their ruins will lead another civilization to the 
unravelling of the history of our times. They will 
provide wonderful ruins, and well nigh indestructible 
too. Mr. Maurice Bebb’s design for the station at 
Trawsfynydd is the most imposing I have seen. Its 
battered walls, long vistas and towering masses remind 
me of those mysterious buildings in Yucatan. 


* * * 


Drawings, on the whole, are well drawn and pre- 


sented. Perhaps the best of all is one in pencil of a 
memorial at Easton Neston by P. D. Hepworth. This 
is a classical composition, a large catafalque surmounted 
by an urn and bearing an inscription. It is most 
beautifully done. One or two others particularly caught 
my attention—a crisp drawing by Peter Sainsbury of 
Elie Mayorcas’ Whitefriars Secondary School, Harrow; 
a drawing full of light and air of Norman and 
Dawbarn’s department of Civil Engineering, Imperial! 
College, done by Roy Latham; another Peter Sainsbury 
done for Mayorcas, this time of Hucknal No. 2 Colliery 
Pit-Head Baths, neat architecture against overhanging 
slag heaps. My only criticism is that the miners in 
the foreground look more like City top-people saunter- 
ing to their offices than coal hewers. Perhaps they are 
members of the top management of the N.C.B. coming 
from their weekly tub. Covell and Matthews’ Married 
Quarters for Soldiers, Gibraltar, looked to me exactly 
like one of the L.C.C.’s junior unités flown out by B.E.A. 

Having watched that huge hole in Rathbone Place 
gradually filling with a vast subterranean building 
1 was interested to see the drawing of its elevation— 
Western District Office, G.P.O., by Alan Dumble, of 
the M.O.W. Apparently it is to have a large mural 
at street level. This is to be an iceberg of a building 
with far more below ground than above.

There are some fine but rather dull models. The 
huge Millbank Development Scheme by Ronald Ward 
and Partners seems to me to be a shade too clever with 
its shapes and I am not altogether happy about the 
relationship of the very high block to the intermediate 
block. Fry, Drew and Partners’ scheme for Pilkingtons 
looks very well in model form and immensely neat. 
A scheme for an office block in the Vauxhall Bridge 
Road by Gordon Tait is illustrated by an excellent 
working model made in the office by W. Starzecki. In 
the whole architecture room there is only one scheme 
that can really be said to be different. It is a model of 
a new building for the Department of Commerce and 
Social Science, Birmingham University, by Howell, 
Killick and Partridge. The model is finished in gun- 
metal crackle paint and echoes some of the curious 
and interesting shapes which appeared in this firm’s 
Churchill College Scheme. It is not possible to offer 
much comment on this building as only the barest key 
plan is provided, but the main block is circular and 
gives the impression of being voluted like a snail’s 
shell; a curving and lower block is appended. The 
windows, which are horizontal, have curved, if not semi- 
circular, ends, and the glass seems to be set back well 
behind the outer face as if behind a screen. The 
building is strange rather than beautiful, and is certainly 
different. Tucked away beneath one of the models 
I found a very pleasant scheme by the architect's 
co-partnership for additions to Trinity College, Car- 
marthen; the drawing was a particularly well-done study 
in pencil, ink and wash (Academy pictures pp. 559-562). 


PRESIDENT PLAYNE 


Edward Playne, next president of the A.A., and senior 
partner in the firm of Playne & Lacey, is, | imagine, 
the tallest member of the R.I.B.A. A rugged outline 
increases his impressive presence. He has for many 
years been one of the stronger vertebra in the A.A.’s 
backbone and, to change the metaphor abruptly, the 
seas break over him and have as little harmful effect 
as they do on the Eddystone Lighthouse. 

Playne is a distinguished sailor. A childhood in leaky 
old boats careering up and down the Channel, for a 
stern father who fed him burned chops, laid a founda- 
tion which stood him in good stead during the war, 
where he commanded a destroyer in the Atlantic and 
was awarded a D.S.C. Now he is much in demand as 
a navigator in the size of yacht where drinks are served 
as one sits in wicker chairs on the counter. This does not 
mean that he is a sybarite, but anything smaller is 
physically cramping. 

He will without doubt continue to be a tower of 
Strength as president of the A.A. as it continues on its 
usual troubled and esoteric way. 


FACTS ON THE R.F.A.C. 


J. M. Richards, who, among his many hats, wears 
that of a member of the Royal Fine Art Commission, 
gave an interesting, fair, and, on the whole, favourable 
paper on the Commission and its work last week at the 
A.A. From the comments made by other speakers, it 
was clear that there is even now a good deal of ignorance 
on this subject. Mr. Richards pointed out that the 
Commission's principal duty was that of public watch- 
dog, with its eye on developments affecting amenity. 
Although it was empowered to call for drawings of any 
proposed building, building owners were not, as a matter 
of course, compelled to submit drawings of new develop- 
ments. Government departments usually did so, and 
local authorities made frequent use of the Commission. 

Mr. Richards went on to discuss the membership of 
the Commission and, having read out the names of the 
architects concerned, said that he thought that his 
audience would agree, to put it cautiously, that the list 
did not suggest a bunch of fuddy-duddies. The Com- 


mission existed, he said, to give advice not approval, and 
it never said “‘yes”’ or “‘no”’ to schemes put before it. 


* © * 


All this is well known to many people, but it was a 
surprise to find so many, even at the A.A., who seemed 
to be hearing the facts for the first time. Mr. Richards 
called his paper the R.F.A.C. Pro and Con, and although 
I guessed correctly that he would be able to make out a 
good case for the Commission, | did wonder what kind 
of criticisms he would offer. They were, perhaps under- 
standably, mild. He thought that the Commission ought 
to make its feelings known sooner and more forcefully 
It could bark but not bite, he said, but it hardly did any 
barking either. He thought also that a_ periodical 
bulletin describing current work would be more widely 
read than its present annual report. The Commission 
needed more publicity. This was really all that Mr. 
Richards could find to say against the Commission but 
he did admit that sometimes the very different tempera- 
ment of individual members led to finicky criticisms 
of works submitted. On the question whether there 
should be a Fine Art Commission or not Mr. Richards 
said that the chief argument for its existence came from 
the man in the street who said “Look at all these terrible 
buildings going up. Can’t something be done about 
them?” The chief argument against was that each 
generation got the architecture it deserved and to try 
to impose something upon it falsified the picture. 
Architects had to exercise leadership and a minority view 
in one generation often became accepted practice in 
another. Planning control should not include control 
over xsthetics or taste. The counter argument to this 
was that only a small proportion of buildings were 
designed by good architects. Controls would disappear 
if good architects did the work. 

Mr. Richards spoke so well that there was not much 
more to be said except perhaps to declare his paper to be 
rubbish and to start calling the Commission names. 
There were several people present who have often been 
heard doing so in private but on this occasion they either 
lacked courage or were undone by the speaker’s careful 
and well-balanced analysis. There were however one or 
two interesting contributions, in particular one from 
Lord Conesford who proposed the vote of thanks. Only 
one person, Mr. Cedric Price, said that the whole thing 
was a scandal, but his argument in support was uncon- 
vincing. On the whole the discussion at a recent meeting 
of the Architecture Club aired the subject better. It 
was a pity that the best parts of the two meetings could 
not have been combined.

Trades College Costs 

Revised plans for a Trades College in Kingsway, 
Dundee—about which a row blew up over costs when it 
was first proposed a year ago—have been approved by 
the local education committee. The new estimated cost 
of the scheme, prepared by a school building team of the 
Scottish Education Department, is £801,805, without furni 
ture and equipment. 

This compares with £784,000 for the original scheme. 
and though the total accommodation has been increased 
and the cost per sq ft reduced, additional costs have 
risen even more over the past year—from £76,330 to 
£101,950—and playing fields from £19,615 to £23,250 
However, it is hoped to secure a substantial reduction in 
the original estimate of £440,000 for furniture and 
equipment. 

Told that £80,000 had been set aside for fees and clerks 
of works’ salaries, including fees paid for the architects 
and consultants, Mr. J. Leckie Reid said he thought this 
was “very excessive”. 


Office Block for Putney

Is Daylighting Really Necessary? 


Present restrictions which, among other things, were framed for the admission of daylight into buildings, do not recognize the 
potentialities of modern electric lighting techniques. With greater freedom the architect could plan for the more economic 
use of space. Our correspondent reports the one-day conference on the above theme held last Wednesday. 


HY the British Lighting Council organized this con- 

ference remained a little obscure, but presumably it 
wanted to convince architects that the science of artificial 
illumination had made such progress that they could now, 
if they wished, plan buildings independently of natural 
lighting. As conferences go it was reasonably successful. 
The main speakers were brief and to the point, and by 
skilful chairmanship a substantial proportion of those 
present were able to join in the discussion. The attendance 
was rather sparse. 

A number of new facts emerged and the proceedings 
served the useful purpose of bringing out into open discus- 
sion the latent tensions between the post-war school of 
open planners and those who want to follow the newer 
American fashion of more compact building masses, 
designed to be largely independent of outside light and air. 

The proceedings were opened by the Chairman of the 
British Lighting Council, Mr. A. E. Page. 


FIRST SESSION: DESIGNING A BUILDING 
Speaker: Alister MacDonald 


Chairman: Sir Thomas Bennett 


Mr. MacDonald could not quite decide whether he 
was attacking the Daylighting Code or not. At one point 
he seemed to be suggesting that it had been framed before 
the full potentialities of artificial lighting had been realized, 
and was thus now quite out of date and restricted the free- 
dom of architects to make full economic use of their sites. 
At another point he said it did not necessarily restrict 
planning. 

On the whole his message seemed to be that the Code 
asked for too high a standard of natural daylighting and 
that we should aim at a good mixture of natural and arti- 
ficial lighting in buildings. The intensity of artificial 
lighting should be automatically controlled to allow for the 
increase or decrease of the daylight outside. 

Mr. Crompton opened the discussion. He was largely 
instrumental in framing the Code while he was at the 
Ministry and he gave an account for the reasons for its 
introduction. He emphasized that it was intended not only 
to provide a minimum standard of daylighting for the 
building being developed, but also for its neighbours. In 
addition, it ensured reasonable standards of space between 
buildings, circulation of air, insulation against noise and 
protection against the spread of fire. On large sites the 
Code worked well and with great flexibility. However, it 
did not overcome the fundamental inefficiency of small 
sites, and he felt it was a very specious argument to suggest 
that we should allow small sites to be more economically 
developed by reducing the daylighting of their neighbours. 
He closed with the interesting suggestion that planning 
authorities should allow a floor space bonus above the 
plot ratio for the development of well-designed and well-lit 
schemes on larger sites 
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Mr. Howell pointed out that the problem of daylighting 
varied greatly between central areas and rural or suburban 
sites. Large window areas were undesirable as they made 
heating difficult and at night restricted the value of artificial 
illumination. 

Mr. Sibert said that in London the plot ratio was more 
restrictive than the Daylighting Code in its effect on the 
total amount of accommodation which could be put on a 
site, and he did not see how it could be claimed that the 
Code prevented the economic use of sites. 

Mr. Logie said the Code helped to protect the interests 
of adjoining owners. However, one of the advantages 
of comprehensive development was that it enabled build- 
ings on adjacent sites to be related to each other, so that 
each could come closer to the common boundary without 
interfering with the other’s lighting. The L.C.C. tried to 
be reasonable in administering the Code and did not insist 
on the full standard of daylighting for types of accom- 
modation where it was not needed. 

Mr. Baker said the Code was forcing developers to get 
larger and larger sites. Personally he liked to see open 
sky even if it was grey and dull. 

Mr. Maxwell Fry said the opening paper was a piece of 
special pleading. We were in danger of following the 
bad example of America, where they relied on artificial 
light for everything. It was not a good thing to have 
people working all day in artificial light. In New York, 
with its plot ratio of 10:1, daylighting had become 
impossible and so had working and travelling conditions. 
He did not see how artificial light could ever be as satis- 
factory as natural and he did not see why it was necessary 
to turn away from the sun.

Is Daylighting Really Necessary? 


Mr. Glover said that as an industrial architect he would 
find it difficult to persuade clients to forgo the cheapness 
of natural lighting, but certainly it should be supplemented 
by artificial lighting and both helped by the proper use of 
colour inside the building. 

Mr. Anstey felt the Daylighting Code was too flexible 
and did not protect neighbouring sites sufficiently. He did 
not agree that we could dispense with daylighting. The 
public looked to planners to protect them, and he was in 
favour of a re-examination of the Code to secure 
daylighting. 

Mr. MacDonald, replying to the points raised, said he 
was sorry if he had given the impression that he was 
against daylighting. He believed in its value as decoration 
and amenity. 

Sir Thomas Bennett then summed up. He said 
meeting clearly believed that good daylighting was 
essential and that the rights of the adjoining developer 
must be protected. There was, however, a proper use 
of artificial lighting at night and to augment natural light 
ing during the day. In factories complete artificial lighting 
was becoming more common and the American tendency 
towards thicker office buildings might soon be followed 
here. This had considerable advantages. Staff 
more easily be supervised, inter-communication 
quicker and building costs were lower. The systen 
admittedly noisier but people quickly got used to this 

In hospitals, too, there was a movement towards thick 
double-banked ward blocks with a central artificially lit 
and ventilated service core flanked on both sides by ward 
blocks. Retail stores preferred artificial light and were 
tending to exclude natural light altogether. However. 
these were decisions for the individual architect of the 
building and his client and basically everyone wanted a 
Daylighting Code to safeguard the rights of neighbours 
to enjoy proper lighting if they so wished.

SECOND SESSION: LIGHTING TECHNIQUES 
Speaker: W. R. Stevens 
Chairman: J. W. T. Walsh 


Mr. Stevens gave a polished exposition of the possibilities 
of modern artificial lighting. He showed a number of 
colour slides and was ably supported by an assistant, who 
nimbly switched lights on and off in a large and com 
plicated piece of apparatus. 

Mr. Stevens said the design of artificial illun 
must provide sufficient light for the work to p 
efficiently and for the worker not to feel cheated osing 
outside lighting. It was possible to combine natural and 
artificial lighting by grading the latter from the window 
to the back of the room. Much higher levels of illumina 
tion were now becoming common and it was necessary 
to safeguard against glare. This could be done either by 
diffusing the light or by screening its source. The factors 
controlling the design of internal illumination were now 
so well understood that we could obtain any desired effect 
with certainty at the drawing board stage without the 
necessity for trial on the spot. The lighting of Gloucester 
Cathedral was an outstanding example of this 

If we decided to shut out daylight altogether might 
be desirable to arrange for its intensity to be varied imper 
ceptibly through the day in the same way that natural 
light varied according to weather conditions. This would 
avoid the dead effect of static artificial lighting and make 
people more ready to accept it. 

Mr. Phillips referred to the work of the B.R.S., which 
had taken 2a middle path and was researching into the 
problem of the use of artificial lighting to supplement 
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natural daylighting. Factories such as Aspro Nicholas, at 
Slough, used almost total artificial lighting with only a 
few peep-holes to the outside. The Seagram building in 
America had large internal spaces artificially lit. The 
point had now been reached in this country where the 
architect could make a choice whether to have natural or 
artificial lighting in his buildings. 

Mr. Longmore also referred to the B.R.S. researches 
on supplemental lighting. This made it possible to reduce 
ceiling heights and building costs. The lighting should 
be designed to make it appear that the windows were the 
main source of illumination. Research was needed on 
which colour of lighting would blend best with natural 
lighting. Models had been built to find a satisfactory 
balance between the two sources and these would be on 
exhibition at the Lighting Council’s Headquarters.* 

Mr. Birren, an American, said he wished to correct any 
impression that what was done in America was necessarily 
correct. Even the best architects, such as Frank Lloyd 
Wright, sometimes built spaces where people couldn’t see 
very well. The human being was a seeing machine and 
he felt that in the past too little regard had been paid to 
subjective factors. More attention was now being paid to 
psycho-physiology in an attempt to secure environments 
which were efficient, beautiful and agreeable. 

Miss Lowrie asked if other more satisfactory light 
sources were being developed instead of the fluorescent 
tube which many people did not like. The reply was that 
other light sources were being investigated but that there 
was no early prospect of their commercial production 
Defects in fluorescent tubes were likely to be due to faulty 
installation 

Mr. Stevens, in replying to points raised, said there was 
far less experiment in new methods of artificial illumina- 
tion here than in America, as clients were more difficult to 
persuade to “have a go”. Artificial lighting is now eco- 
nomic. Natural lighting in our climate is rarely adequate 
and quite apart from simplifying problems of planning 
it was desirable to supplement natural daylighting 


THIRD SESSION: HUMANITARIAN ASPECTS 
Speaker: H. C. Weston 
Chairman: {Richard Marsh M.P. 


Mr. Weston referred to the enormous improvement in 
factory lighting in the last 50 years. He said, however. 
that even in the very primitive conditions that existed 
before the First World War, there was no medical evi 
dence of harmful effects due to bad lighting, although there 
had been much eyestrain, discomfort and _ inefficiency 

Generally speaking, people did not complain of having 
to work in artificial light if they were satisfied that there 
was good reason, such as in the case of miners and workers 
on night shift, but under normal working conditions they 
resented being deprived of daylight. The resentment 
might go if special techniques were adopted, such as the 
use of lighting of variable intensity as previously suggested, 
or if the lighting were arranged to give an effect of coming 
from natural sources. Architects had not in the past given 
sufficient attention to designing in terms of the potentialities 
of artificial lighting. 

Mr. Farr referred to some of the technical problems of 
the design of interiors illuminated by both artificial and 
natural lighting and said that more research was needed. 

Mr. Medd was worried at the trend of the conference 
The situation reminded him strongly of modern bread. 
This was made from a natural product—wheat—from 
which was extracted much of the original vital elements 
and we now had to put them back in synthetic form. In 
discussing lighting we were really only discussing one 
aspect of the visual environment and he was not con- 
vinced that we could live in artificial light without suffer- 
ing a subtle loss. Men in submarines became numbed in 
time and so should we. 

The conference closed on this note of lack of conviction.

HE site of the new Sanderson 

building is that formerly occupied 
by their premises on the sites of Nos. 
49-57 Berners Street. It has an eastern 
frontage of 230ft to Berners Street, a 
depth averaging 120ft and is bounded 
by Wells Mews on the west. 

The clients’ directive of their archi- 
tects was to design a building on this 
site of the maximum possible floor 
area to provide adequate accommo- 
dation for wholesale and retail show- 
rooms, stock rooms, administrative 
offices, car parking and ancillary ele- 
ments necessary as an headquarters of 
the firm in all its wide range of 
activities. 


General Considerations 
Early investigations of the three 
dimensional possibilities of the site 
indicated that they would be influenced 
in a major degree by daylighting 
regulations as affecting adjoining 
buildings and the immediate district 
and by the necessity for a _ high 
standard of daylighting throughout 
the whole interior of the building. 
These considerations led to the basic 
form of the building which consists of 
a main block for the full length of the 
Berners Street frontage and of the 
maximum height permitted by the 
town planning authority and a tower 
block, rising above to a height of 
110ft at right angles, determined in 
position by lighting angles from the 
north, south and west. From these 
two main elements and a northern 
wing lower than the main block, 
evolved the elements of a court plan 
which when completed by a linking 
circulation element at showroom level, 
produced a courtyard which became 
the core of the design to which all 
principal elements came to be related 


Architectural Treatment 
and Character 

The aesthetic character of the build- 
ing is inseparable from the structural 
and other organic influences from 
which the complete architectural 
design arises. 

A consideration of interior day 
lighting led to the adoption of a

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In order to satisfy plot ratio figures, general dis- 
position of services, goods access from Wells 
Mews, angles of light, and maintenance of 
frontage height line required in Berners Street 
by the L.C.C. a building form resulted as can 
be seen (photo left). The idea of the central 
open courtyard was however always kept clear 
and this is the principal element on the 
ground floor. The court receives an abundance 
of daylight and its central part within the 
circulating roadway has been designed as an 
architectural garden. Part of this garden 
may be seen in the photo below. The weeping 
beech trees about 35 feet high were selected 
in the autumn of 1958, root pruned and treated 
for removal in November, 1959 (see also

standard 45ft wide building block 
which, with cross lighting from glazed 
perimeters, would provide adequate 
intensity over the whole width of 
floors. It’ was important for detail 
planning reasons that the showroom 
elements should be restricted by no 
more structural columns than could 
reasonably be devised. 

In a building of this kind its ser- 
vicing and equipment raises complex 
problems for solution. It was impor- 
tant that the routes taken by the multi- 
tude of services in performing their 
respective functions should not restrict 
the planning fluidity of the building, 
particularly in the showroom sections. 

The solution of this servicing 
problem has been found in locating 
all vertical runs on the perimeter 
enclosure of the building with horizon- 
tal distribution at each floor and 
ceiling level. The basis of the design 
of the glass and metal enclosure of the 
building above ground floor is a series 
of hollow aluminium mullions which 
contain air-conditioning ducts, heating 
and hot water pipes, sprinkler pipes 
and so on. These services originate 
at the respective plant rooms in the 
sub-basement rising in shafts to a 
distribution level under first floor 
from where they split into the ver 
tical mullions spaced out on the 
4ft 6in module around the building.

Aluminium, selected for its lightness 
and freedom from corrosion, has been 
used in conjunction with glass for the 
cladding of the building above ground 
floor. The glazing between mullions 
is in anodised aluminium frames slid 
ing vertically for cleaning and for 
ventilation. The panels below cill 
level at each floor are of fired glass, 
light grey at upper levels where they 
are absorbed into the general pattern 
of void and turquoise blue at the first 
floor to bring interest toward what is 
going on at ground floor. 

Those parts where a high intensity of 
daylighting is not required are enclosed 
by the more orthodox solid wall 
system, the facings of which are of 
brick, Portland stone and blue glazed 
faience, each material being used for 
the appropriate architectural emphasis 

There is a tendency in the sporadic 
development of individual sites to 
break down the pattern of street archi 
tecture upon which the character of 
London is based. Advertising by 
architectural, self-assertion appears to 
have acquired a commercial value, but 
in a well considered pattern of the new 
London there are undoubtedly places 
where accent in the form of high 
buildings can add variety to the new 
composition. 

Berners Street is, however, not one 
of those places and there the character 
of the street enclosed by buildings of 
even height must be maintained. This 
is not only architectural good sense 
but it is decreed by the Planning 
Authority. 


Timing 

Demolition was commenced in 
November, 1956, and building works 
completed in March, 1960. 
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The main showrooms for wallpapers and 
fabrics occupy almost the whole of both 
the first and second floors and have a 
combined floor area of 27,000 sq ft. 
A link element (see photo right 


and below) acts as a connection between 
north and south showroom areas and 
is treated architecturally as one high 
storey embodying at second floor a 
bridge suspended on stainless steel 
hangers

New Paint Brushes (Ca & b) 


A new range of paint brushes of 
Scandinavian origin has recently been 
introduced to this country. These 
brushes represent a complete break- 
away from conventional designs and 
possess certain advantages which 
should appeal to all users. These are 
that the U brush, as it is known, will 
apply paint approximately three times 
faster than the conventional brush ; 
when the makers’ instructions are 
followed the brush will not drip and 
does not clog the steck or make the 
handle sticky ; it will apply emulsion,

distempers or gloss paint with a mini- 
mum of effort. The same brush can be 
used for most types of surfaces includ- 
ing stucco, pebbledash and pegboard 
and with most materials including even 
paste and dyes. The bristles of the 
brushes are held individually inside the 
stock and there are therefore no tufts 
to be weakened by the loss of bristles. 
The formation of the stock results in 
unbroken ranges of bristles around the 
centre and perimeter and this arrange- 
ment gives the U brush an increased 
capacity for carrying paint which is 
estimated at between 3 and 6 times 
that of a conventional brush. It is 
further claimed that the shape of the 
bristle area results in the paint being 
pushed out of the brush and on to 
the surface not back into the stock, 
thus cleaning of the brush is easier 
and paint deposits in and around the 
stock are avoided. In the case of the 
larger brushes the handle is hollow so 
that an extension piece can be fitted to 
enable the user to reach overhead 
surfaces more easily. In the larger 
brushes there is a moulded flange so 
that the brush can be clipped to the 
side of the paint container when not 
being used. The stock and handles 
are made of plastic. In operation the 
brush should be immersed into the 
paint up to within 4in of the stock 
and the surplus taken off against the 
inside of the paint container. Our illus- 
strations show (a) the full range of 
brushes and (b) a shot taken at a 
demonstration which shows the user of 
the U brush on the left and it will be 
noticed that he has covered a far larger 
area than the user of the other brush 
although both painters started at the 
same time.
